Obama: Deals with U.S. and 
Fiat offer a new lease on life’ 

WASHINGTON | Chrysler filed for bankruptcy 
protection Thursday and announced it will 
temporarily halt most of its vehicle produc- 
tion while it completes a deal with Italian 
carmaker Fiat designed to revive its tat- 
tered fortunes. 

The Obama administration had long 
hoped to stave off bankruptcy for the nation’s 
third-largest automaker, but it became clear 
that a holdout group of creditors wouldn’t 
budge on proposals to reduce Chrysler ’s 
$ 6.9 billion in secured debt. Clearing those 
debts was a needed step for Chrysler to 
restructure by a government-imposed Thurs- 
day deadline. The deals give Chrysler “a new 
lease on life,” President Obama said. 

Chrysler hopes of emerging from bank- 
ruptcy in as little as 60 days under the new 
partnership with Fiat. The government, 
which has already poured $4 billion in loans 
into Chrysler, would provide up to $8 billion 
more to carry the company through bank- 
ruptcy, said senior administration officials 
speaking on condition of anonymity. The 
government will also help appoint a new 
board of directors, (ap)

WASHINGTON I Riding a crest 
of populist anger, the House on 
Thursday approved a bill to restrict 
credit card practices and eliminate 
sudden increases

The measure would prohibit so- 
called double-cycle billing and ret- 
roactive rate hikes and would pre- 
vent companies from giving credit 
cards to anyone under 18. 

If they become law, the new 
measures won’t take effect for 
a year, except for a requirement 
that customers get 45 days’ notice 
before their interest rates are 
increased. Similar legislation is 
before the Senate, where its pros- 
pects for passage appear promis- 
ing.

Flu’s New Name Can’t Hide Origin 



Expert: HlNl virus 
causing health scare 
is clearly from swine 

WASHINGTON I No matter what 
you call it, leading experts say the 
virus that is scaring the world is 
pretty much all pig. 

So, while the U.S. government 
and now the World Health Orga- 
nization are taking the swine out of 
“swine flu,” the experts who track 
the genetic heritage of the virus say 
this: If it is genetically mostly por- 
cine and its parents are pig viruses, 
it smells like swine flu to them. 

Six of the eight genetic seg- 
ments of this virus strain are 
purely swine flu, and the other 
two segments are bird and human 
but have lived in swine for the past 
decade, says Dr. Raul Rabadan, a 
professor of computational biology 
at Columbia University. 

“It’s clearly swine,” said Henry 
Niman, president of Recombinom- 
ics, a Pittsburgh company that 
tracks how viruses evolve. “It’s a 
flu virus from a swine; there’s no 
other name to call it.” 

That’s not what government 


health officials say. 

“We have no idea where it came 
from,” said Michael Shaw, a direc- 
tor of laboratory science for the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. “Everybody’s calling 
it swine flu, but the better term 
is 'swine-like.’ It’s like viruses we 
have seen in pigs; it’s not some- 
thing we know was in pigs.” 


On Wednesday, U.S. officials not 
only started calling the virus 2009 
HlNl after two of its genetic mark- 
ers, but also Dr. Anthony Fauci of 
the National Institutes of Health 
corrected reporters for calling it 
swine flu. Then on Thursday, the 
WHO said it would stop using the 
name swine flu because it was mis- 
leading and triggering the slaughter 


of pigs in some countries. 

Another reason the U.S. gov- 
ernment wants to ditch the swine 
label is that many people are afraid 
to eat pork. 

Even the experts who point to 
the swine genetic origins of the 
virus agree that people can’t get 
the disease from food or handling 
pork, even raw. seth borenstein (ap)

Possible Serial Killer ID’d 


L.A. police say man 
may have killed as 
many as 22 women 

LOS ANGELES I Police believe a 
72-year-old insurance claims 
adjuster arrested earlier this 
month is the most prolific serial 
killer in the city’s history, having 
raped and strangled as many as 30 
older women over two decades. 

John Floyd Thomas Jr. is 
charged with two killings, and 
DNA matching his was found at 
three other crime scenes in West 
Los Angeles in the 1970s and 
Claremont in the 1980s, police 
robbery-homicide Capt. Denis 
Cremins said. 


Thomas is being investigated as 
a suspect in 25 other killings in Los 
Angeles, Cremins said, and still 
more cases could 
be uncovered as 
detectives scour 
unsolved cases 
dating back to 
the mid-1950s. 

“If he turns 
out to be the 
guy, he probably 
would be the largest-ever [serial 
killer] in the city of Los Angeles,” 
Cremins said. 

Thomas was being held in 
a county jail and could not be 
reached for comment. 

In the first wave of killings in 
Los Angeles in the mid-1970s, a 


man police dubbed “The Westside 
Rapist” entered the homes of elder- 
ly women who lived alone, raped 
them and choked them until they 
passed out or died, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. The 17 people 
killed were found with pillows or 
blankets over their faces. 

Thomas may also be involved 
in killings beyond Los Angeles. A 
decade later and 40 miles to the 
east, five elderly women in Clare- 
mont were found raped and killed, 
also with blankets or pillows over 
their faces. 

The victims in all 30 cases 
under review were older white 
women, mostly of lower incomes 
and often widows living alone, 
Cremins said, thomas watkins (ap)

Study: Some Animals Got Rhythm

Scientists say parrots, 
elephants are capable 
of following a beat 

NEWYORKlIt turns out that some 
birds got rhythm. 

After studying a cockatoo that 
grooves to the Backstreet Boys and 
about 1,000 YouTube videos, sci- 
entists say they’ve documented for 
the first time that some animals 
“dance” to a musical beat. 

In lab studies of two parrots 
and close review of the YouTube 
videos, scientists looked for signs 
that animals were actually feeling 
the beat of music they heard. 

The verdict: Some parrots 


did, and maybe an occasional 
elephant. But researchers found 
no evidence of that for dogs and 


cats, nor for chimps, our closest 
living relatives. 

Why? The truly boppin’ animals

shared with people some ability 
to mimic sounds they hear, the 
researchers say. (Even elephants 
can do that.) The brain circuitry 
for that ability lets people learn to 
talk, and, evidently, also to dance 
or tap their toes to music, suggests 


Aniruddh Patel of the Neurosci- 
ences Institute in San Diego. 

Patel collaborated with the 
owner of Snowball the cockatoo 
in Indiana for a formal test of the 
bird’s dancing skills. That showed 
Snowball wasn’t just mimicking 
the movements of somebody off- 
camera. And Snowball’s move- 
ments followed the beat of his 
favorite Backstreet Boys song, 
“Everybody (Backstreet’s Back),” 
even when researchers sped up the 
tune and slowed it down, 

A separate YouTube study, also 
published Thursday by the jour- 
nal, was led by Adena Schachner, 
a graduate student in psychol- 
ogy at Harvard. In sum, the new 
research “definitely gives us a bit of 
insight into why and how humans 
became able to dance,” Schachner

3-Week Captivity in Darfur 

Two aid workers held hostage in 
Darfur, one French and one Cana- 
dian, were free Thursday after 
three weeks in captivity. The two 
women, sent to Darfur by the non- 
governmental group International 
Medical Aid, were in good health, 
French Foreign Minister Bernard 
Kouchner said. Neither he nor the 
aid group would elaborate on the

Mexican Official; Flu Stabilizing 


WHO urges caution 
as Calderon orders 
citizens to stay home 

MEXICO CITY I Mexico’s top health 
official said Thursday the number 
of new swine flu cases is stabiliz- 
ing in the nation at the epicenter 
of the outbreak. 

Health Secretaiy Jose Angel Cor- 
dova said at a news conference he 
hoped the trend would continue and 
that a vaccine would be available in 
six months. European health min- 
isters said they would speed efforts 
to develop such a vaccine. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion’s flu chief, reacting to simi- 
lar comments from other Mexi- 
can officials, cautioned that case 
numbers often go up and down, 
and said the WHO had yet to see 
concrete evidence that swine flu, 
believed to have killed 168 people 
in Mexico, was leveling off. 

“It’s a mixed pattern out there,” 


Dr. Keiji Fukuda said. “What’s hap- 
pening in one part of the country is 
not necessarily what’s happening 
in another part of the country.” 

On Wednesday, Mexican Presi- 
dent Felipe Calderon ordered citi- 


zens to stay home, businesses to 
close and government services to 
be suspended for five days begin- 
ning Friday. 

Calderon said only essential 
businesses such as supermarkets. 


hospitals and pharmacies should 
stay open, and only critical gov- 
ernment workers such as police 
and soldiers would be on duty 
from Friday through Tuesday.

Youssef 
Magied al-Molqui left prison in 
Palermo, Sicily, on Wednesday and 
was transferred to a holding center 
in nearby Trapani while officials 
work to expel him, police said, (ap) 


U.K. Ends Involvement in Iraq War 


British forces turn 
over control of Basra 
to U.S. commanders 

BAGHDADI The Iraq war formally 
ended for British forces on Thurs- 
day as America’s main battlefield 
ally handed control of the oil-rich 
Basra area to U.S. commanders 
and prepared to ship out most of 
its remaining 4,000 troops. 

A U.S. flag was raised over the 
British base outside the southern 
city of Basra in a ceremony held 
after a memorial for the 179 Brit- 
ish military personnel who died in 
more than six years of warfare. 

At the height of combat opera-

led invasion, Britain had 46,000 
troops in Iraq. Washington still 
has about 130,000 troops in Iraq 
and has shifted units south ahead 
of the British pullout. 

British commanders have been 
gradually handing over respon- 
sibility of the Basra region to the 
U.S. military since March and 
have been withdrawing troops in 
phases. Nearly all of its troops are 
expected to leave Iraq by May 31, 
British officials have said. 

About 400 British troops will 
remain, mainly to train the Iraqi 
navy to defend oil platforms in 
the Gulf, the British Ministry of 
Defense has said, brian murphy (ap) 


Mexico Detains 
12 Investigators 
In Leak Inquiry 

MEXICO CITYI Mexican authori- 
ties have detained 12 federal police 
investigators accused of leak- 
ing information to hit men who 
ambushed and killed eight offi- 
cers in a failed attempt to free a 
high-level drug cartel member, the 
Mexican attorney general’s office 
said Thursday. 

A judge ordered the 12 suspects 
held for 40 days to allow prosecu- 
tors to gather evidence. Authorities 
say that an inquiry indicated the 
officers gave vital information to 
assailants who on April 19 attacked 
a prisoner transfer convoy, (ap)

Speeding car careens 
through crowd during 
attack on royal family 

APELDOORN, NETHERLANDS I A 
Dutch driver careened through 
police barriers and plowed into a 
crowd of merrymakers cheering 
their popular queen Thursday, in a 
premeditated assault on the royal 
family that killed five bystanders 
and injured 12, authorities said. 

The speeding car, already dent- 
ed apparently from catapulting 
bystanders into the air, passed 
within a few meters of the open- 
topped bus carrying Queen Beat- 
rix and her family down a parade

route, then smashed into a stone 
monument. 

“I think that it has become clear 
that this happened with premedi- 
tation,” Prime Minister Jan Peter 
Balkenende said. 

Prosecutors said the driver, 
badly injured and still in his crum- 
pled car, acknowledged targeting 
the queen and her family. 

The driver, whose name was not 
released, “is formally suspected 
of ... an attack on members of the 
royal house and manslaughter or 
murder,” Goossens said, and he 
could face life in prison. 

The motive for the attack was 
unclear. The driver apparently 
acted alone, cynthia boll (ap) 


ISLAMABAD I Soldiers sent to halt a 
Taliban advance toward the Paki- 
stani capital fought their way over 
a mountain pass Thursday, killed 
at least 14 militants and narrow- 
ly escaped a wave of suicide car 
bombers, the army said. 

As troops pursued an offensive 
praised by the United States, a burst 
of shootings in a southern city left 
dozens dead and added the spec- 
ter of ethnic conflict to the Islamist 
violence gnawing at the nuclear- 
armed country’s stability.

AUBURN HILLS, MICH. I Fears that 
a Chrysler LLC bankruptcy could 
devastate southeast Michigan 
and harm Chrysler workers and 
retirees nationwide were abating 
somewhat as details of the deal 
were released Thursday. 

“It’s the best deal we can come 
up with,” said Mark Conner, who 
works on the production line that 
makes Jeep Wranglers at Chrysler’s 
plant in Toledo, Ohio. “Anything 


else that could have happened 
would be worse.” 

President Obama announced 
Thursday that Chrysler would head 
into bankruptcy with the aid of up 
to another $8 billion in taxpayer 
money, a last-resort attempt to 
quickly restructure the struggling 
automaker. He blasted hedge-fund 
creditors who he said held out for 
a richer deal. 

Those holdouts also drew 
anger from workers, who agreed 
to more concessions to try to save 
the automaker. 

“Everybody expects the auto- 
worker to take a pay cut,” said Con- 


ner, 51, who watched Obama’s noon 
announcement at a bar near the 
Toledo assembly plant. “Nobody 
else wants to take a pay cut.” 

Gregg Toles, 52, arrived for 
his shift at the Warren Stamping 
plant only to be told to go back 
home as the automaker idled 
the production line. He said he 
would use the time off from work 
to straighten out his finances, do 
yard work after a rough winter 
and visit relatives. 

“I’m confident everything’s 
going to work out,” Toles said. 
“This is the backbone of American 
industry.” david n.

of 40,386 fans on April 13 was a 
pleasing sight for the Washington 
Nationals’ front office, the type of 
day long envisioned when the team 
came to town and the city signed off 
on a massive stadium project.

I Want Revenge earned 
a Beyer Speed Figure of 113 in the 
Gotham Stakes, a number that was 


good enough to win any of the last 
six Kentucky Derbies. 

I Want Revenge is a standout in 
the Derby on the basis of his 2-for- 
2 dirt record. He has the necessary 
speed, which he displayed by duel- 
ing for the lead and winning the 
Gotham Stakes. But he showed 
other dimensions when he broke 
several lengths behind the field in 
the Wood Memorial, encountered 
traffic trouble in the stretch and still 
managed to win. He possesses the 
versatility and stamina needed at 
Churchill Downs. I Want Revenge 
will win, and none of the synthetic- 
track specialists will finish close.

Build a better bowl of 'mole by using perfectly ripe fruit, 
tried-and-true avocado-excavating techniques, and exotic 
add-ins such as wasabi, seafood and mangoes 


Liuniiy, cdiunky and 
Grinch green, guaca- 
mole won’t win any beauty 
contests. But the traditional 
Mexican dish tastes dreamy 
and creamy, and it’s hard 
to beat at a Cinco de Mayo 
party. “Put a bowl of guaca- 
mole on a table of dips, and 
it’ll disappear,” says Nathan 
Myers, author of “Guac Off’ 
($15, Chronicle). 

Avocados have a long, 
fabled history. Cherished 
as aphrodisiacs by ancient 
Aztecs, they were also 
hoarded by European sail- 
ors on trips back from the

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Americas. The latter dubbed 
them “midshipmen’s butter” 
due to their consistency and 
slowness to spoil. 

Guacamole itself has 
been around at least Aztec 
times. Its name translates 
as “a sauce made with avo- 
cados.” The basics of guac 
are simple, Myers says. “The 
important thing is ripe avo- 
cados, lime and salt. The 
rest is up to you.” 

After you’ve removed 
the buttery flesh from 
the dinosaur-like skin, 
the green wonders can be 
mashed, pureed or diced 
with countless ingredients: 
tomatoes, chilies, cilantro, 
tomatillos. “There are as 
many guacamole recipes as 
there are people in Mexico,” 
Myer says. 

Part of any tasty guac 
is balancing the unctuous 
(healthy) fattiness of avo- 
cado. “You need something 
acidic,” says Joe Raffa, chef 
at Oyamel (401 Seventh St. 
NW; 202-628-1005). That 
usually means lemon or lime 
juice. That squeeze of citrus 
also keeps the fruit’s flesh 
from turning icky brown. 

Turn up the heat in gua- 
camole via jalapeno or ser- 
rano peppers; the creami- 
ness of the ’cados absorbs 
some of the chilies’ fire and 
carries their flavors. Canned 
chipotle peppers in adobo 
sauce can also be drained 
and sliced into the stuff. 

Wasabi powder, used to 
power the Asian-style guac 
at Sei (444 Seventh St. NW; 
202-783-7007), transports 
guac from Southwest to Far 
East. “Habaneros increase 
the spice, too,” says chef 
James Muir of Rosa Mexi- 
cano (575 Seventh St. NW; 
202-783-5522). “I also 
toast dried chipotles and 
grind them up for a smoky 
flavor.” 

Other add-ins can be 
more exotic. At Cafe Atlan- 
tico (405 Eighth St. NW;

■ Choose Your ’Cado 



When you head to the produce aisle, you’ll likelyfind only Hass avocados, 
which Jan DeLyser of the California Avocado Commission says are 
favored by consumers for their stamina in shipping and 
good, buttery flavor. But the linchpin of a delicious guac 
is a ripe avocado, so you’ll wantto shop a couple days in 
advance to allow for ripening, since many supermarket 
avocados are sold less then masher-ready. To check for 
ripeness, “cradle it in the palm of the hand,” DeLyser says. 
“It it yields to gentle pressure, it will be ready in one or 
two days.” But no squeezing: That can bruise the fruit. 
An avocado that’s already ripe can be stored in the fridge for up to 
two days to prevent spoilage, e.h. 


TIP 

To hasten ripening, 
store fruit in a paper 
bagwith a banana, 
apple or pear. The 
ethylene gases they 
release can speed 
up softening. 


Lobster 

Guacamole 

Seafood and avocados have long 
been amigos. The rich fruit pro- 
vides a nice contrast with the 
clean, slightly salty flavors of 
shellfish such as crab and shrimp. 
Here, it’s paired with lobster in a 
recession-be-damned dip: 

INGREDIENTS 

2 large avocados, diced (2 cups) 
Juice from 2 limes (1/4 cup) 

1 tsp. finely chopped cilantro 
1 tsp. finely chopped red onion 
1 tsp. seeded and minced 
Anaheim chile 
->Salt 
Pepper 

4 oz. steamed lobster meat 
Japanese pickled ginger, garnish 
Sesame seed water crackers 

SERVINGS: 3 CUPS 

IN A MEDIUM BOWL, combinethe 
avocados, lime juice, cilantro, red 
onion and chile with a large spoon. 
Season to taste with saltand pep- 
per. Gently fold in the lobster meat. 
Spoon into chilled martini glasses 
and garnish each glass with some 
of the pickled ginger. Serve with 
water crackers. 


202-393-0812), chef Terry 
Cutrino uses crumbled 
cotija, a Mexican cow’s 
milk cheese; Rosa Mexi- 
cano sometimes hawks 
fruity guac using peaches 
or grapes. Myers suggests 
in his book adding dried 
cranberries (hmm) or 
cooked, shredded lobster 
(yum). “Improvise with 
whatever’s local, fresh 


and in season,” he says. 
Currently a resident of 
Indonesia, Myers makes 
lots of mango guac. 

Prepare guac as close 
to serving time as pos- 
sible to preserve its taste 
and keep it from going 
brown. That means get- 
ting dippers ready, too. 
Corn tortilla chips are 
standard, but, Raffa says. 


“In Mexico, tortillas are 
the traditional way to eat 
guacamole.” Veggie crudi- 
ties (carrots, celery, jica- 
ma) also work nicely, as 
do pita chips or even fried 
wonton wrappers, which 
come with Sei’s dip. 

Guacamole remains 
a dish that’ll always be, 
um, ripe for experimen- 
tation. Myers likens por- 


ing over guac recipes to 
reading the Kama Sutra 
for your love life. “Check 
out all the positions. But 
when you get down to 
business, stop referring 
to the manual and do 
what comes naturally.” 
And don’t be surprised i 
guests never get beyor 
the appetizers at your n^

FILM I Say you’re immortal, and 
you’ve served in the battlefields of 
the Civil War and the trenches of 
World War I. Wouldn’t you even- 
tually want to sit out World War 
II and Vietnam? Yet Hugh Jack- 
man’s mutant Wolverine and his 
brother (Liev Schreiber) serve in 
all four wars during a prologue for 
“X-Men Origins: Wolverine.” 

The battles set a predictable 
tone for “Wolverine” from which 
director Gavin Hood rarely devi- 
ates. The prequel telling the back- 
story of one of the “X-Men” trilogy’s 
favorite heroes is all about tough 
guys fighting, with every trick and 
weapon imaginable.

You’ve also seen “Ghosts of Girl- 
friends Past” before, in countless 
variations of Charles Dickens’ “A 
Christmas Carol.” But you won’t 
see Dickens credited anywhere 
here, even though the plot finds 
McConaughey, as playboy photog- 
rapher Connor Mead, revisiting 
the women he’s wronged with the 
ghosts of girlfriends past, present 
and future as his guides. 

Oh, no — this is a wholly cre- 


ative enterprise. Mark Waters, 
who’s enjoyed better material 
with the Tina Fey-scripted “Mean 
Girls,” directs. 

When we first meet Connor 
in his Manhattan photo studio, 
he’s propositioning his lingerie- 


clad models. 

Which brings us to one of the 
chief flaws of “Ghosts of Girl- 
friends Past” — all the women, 
except Garner’s character, are 
malleable sluts willing not only 
to jump into bed with Connor, but 


they’re also stupid enough to fall 
in love with him. 

Connor doesn’t have much more 
respect for his younger brother’s 
fiancee (Lacey Chabert as a squeaky 
control freak) or her three brides- 
maids, two of whom he’s already 
slept with. Forced to return to his 
childhood home to see brother Paul 
(Breckin Meyer) get married, Con- 
nor uses the opportunity to try to 
bed more women. 

But he also finds himself expe- 
riencing unexpected feelings 
for childhood friend and former 
flame Jenny (Garner in a thank- 
less straight-woman role). 

So, when Connor meets up with 
the ghost of his Uncle Wayne, an 
old-school player who now insists 
his life was empty without love, he 
resists but eventually succumbs 
when old memories are stirred.

ADVENTURELAND (R, 104 minutes) In 
its own gentle way, the film restores a 
welcome note of humanism to a genre 
that has lately become little more than 
a repository for fart-and-vomit jokes. 
Jesse Eisenberg plays James Brennan, a 
recent college graduate whose plans for 
a European vacation before starting grad 
school are foiled when his family suffers an 
economic setback. James is forced to live 
at home and get a job at the local amuse- 
ment park. There he meets an eclectic 
group of lost and striving souls, including 
a thwarted rock musician (Ryan Reynolds) 
and a sultry, mysterious girl named Em 
(Kristen Stewart), with whom he furtive- 
ly falls in love. Thanks to an exceptionally 
deft touch, director Greg Mottola manag- 
es to capture the absurdity and anguish 
of young adulthood, (ah) 

DUPLICITY (PG-13, 125 minutes) Tony 
Gilroy’s romantic espionage caper pits 
two pharmaceutical companies against 
each other. Burkett & Randle, led by 
Howard Tully (Tom Wilkinson), has dis- 
covered a cream that will revolutionize 
the industry. Equikrom, led by Richard 
Garsik (Paul Giamatti) needs to steal 


the secret to that lotion. And there’s 
romance, of sorts. Behind the scenes, 
Claire Stenwick (Julia Roberts) and Ray 
Koval (Clive Owen) work their nefarious 
magic, he on Equikrom’s side, she on 
Burkett & Randle’s. But are they both 
really working for each other? And can 
they really trust each other? Luckily, 
Owen and Roberts both get to play off 
Giamatti, who overacts gleefully. It’s 
smart, it’s for grown-ups, and it lets Julia 
Roberts laugh, if just once, (dk) 

EARTH (G, 89 minutes) You may have 
seen the television ads for this debut doc- 
umentary feature from Disney about the 
struggles of three animal families (polar 
bear, elephant and whale) to survive 
against the elements. They are the ads 
that begin, “Wherever there is life, there 
are stories.” That’s really what this movie 
is: a gorgeously photographed storybook. 
It starts with a mother polar bear and her 
two cubs in Norway, moves to equatori- 
al Africa for a look at a herd of elephants 
searching for water and ends with the jour- 
ney of a humpback whale and her calf to 
Antarctica. In between, there’s plenty of 
jaw-dropping cinematography of water- 
falls, icebergs, meadows and mountains, 
along with by turns funny and spectacu- 
lar footage of birds of paradise, sailfish, 
caribous, wolves and a Mandarin duck or 
two, among others, (mo) 

FAST & FURIOUS (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
This film refires the high-speed adrenaline 


and the fuel-injected bromance between 
Vin Diesel and Paul Walker that began in 
ZOOI’s “The Fast and the Furious.” The 
reunion is fun and frantic, like the origi- 
nal on double nitro. Gone is the young-boy 
innocence of the first, in which guys (and 
gals) cheated death at high velocity like 
towheaded surfer dudes. Now it’s all about 
kill-or-be-killed screeching, shooting and 
colliding at the Mexican border, with FBI 
SWAT teams and helicopters in frantic 
pursuit. Bromance-wise, there’s some bad 
blood between Dominic (Diesel) and Brian 
(Walker) to clear up: all that 2001 business 
about Brian’s being an undercover cop and 
not telling Dorn or his sister (Brian’s love 
interest, Jordana Brewster). But it’s noth- 
ing a dangerous mission to bust a Mexican 
crime lord can’t solve, (dt) 

FIGHTING (PG-13, 105 minutes) Set in a 
seedy New York underworld in which rich 
stockbrokers place bets on hand-to-hand 
battles, “Fighting” stars Channing Tatum as 
Shawn MacArthur. Sweet-talking Svengali 
Harvey Boarden (Terrence Howard) draws 
the kid into his first underground fight, and 
soon Shawn is facing off against danger- 
ous brutes, with tens of thousands of dol- 
lars at stake — and trying to win the heart 
of Zulay (Zulay Henao). As painful as the 
movie’s bloody bare-knuckle brawls can 
be to watch, they don’t hold a candle to the 
frightening spectacle of Tatum’s brooding 
or, yikes, Terrence Howard’s doing what- 
ever it is Terrence Howard’s doing in this 
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movie. Pleasure comes in the form of the 
movie’s able supporting cast, from the 
implacable Roger Guenveur Smith as a 
scary underground sharpie to the always- 
reliable Luis Guzman as, basically, Luis 
Guzman, (dk) 

HANNAH MONTANA: THE MOVIE (G, 98 

minutes) The first moment of applause 
came early during a recent screening, 
so early, in fact, the house lights had just 
begun to dim. The source of the clapping 
was a pair of excitable girls who looked 
to be about 7 years old. Which is pret- 
ty much the target demographic of this 
innocuous feature-length adaptation of 
the popular Disney Channel series about 
Miley Stewart (Miley Cyrus), an ordinary 
teenage girl who secretly moonlights as 
Hannah Montana. When Miley/Hannah 
gets too caught up in the celebrity swirl 
of Los Angeles, she’s relegated to her 
family’s home in Tennessee by her wid- 
owed father (Billy Ray Cyrus, the star’s 
real-life dad). While there, she must cope 
with country life; evade a tabloid reporter 
seeking to expose her double life; save the 
community from a developer; and meet 
hunky Travis. The film may be, at heart, 
every Disney princess movie you’ve ever 
seen — but with a stretch limo instead of a 
pumpkin-turned-coach and a prince who 
wears a cowboy hat. (mo) 

THE HAUNTING IN CONNECTICUT 
(PG-13, 92 minutes) Solid acting and 
handsomely realized effects depicting 
ghostly visions and visitations make this a 
chilling occult tale: There are flashbacks 
of someone preparing to snip the eye- 
lids off a body, and of seances in which

ghostly ectoplasm spews from a live per- 
son’s mouth. Virginia Madsen plays Sara, 
whose teenage son.

He immediately 
starts seeing dead people and worse in 
the house, and becomes detached and 
obsessed. A cleric (Elias Koteas) helps 
Matt reveal the secret behind the haunt- 


ing. The narrative is repetitive but still 
effective, (jh) 

I LOVE YOU, MAN (R, 105 minutes) Paul 
Rudd is a phone book actor, meaning he’s 
just one of those guys who could stand 
there and read a phone book and we’d 
laugh. Just watch him in the first few 
scenes of his most recent role, when his 
character, Peter Klaven, listens in on a 
raunchy conference call between his fian- 


cee, Zooey (Rashida Jones), and her best 
girlfriends. Or listen as he makes up fake 
guy-talk when he goes on a first man-date 
with Sydney Fife (Jason Segel), the sham- 
bling Lost Boy who Peter befriends. Only 
Rudd could mine comic gold from stand- 
ing there and saying things like “joben” 
and “totes magotes.” It’s a thin premise, 
one that features the usual quota of jokes 
involving masturbation, projectile vomiting 


and flatulence. But is it worth it? Thanks 
to Rudd and Segel (and some terrific cam- 
eos), totes magotes. (ah) 

KNOWING (PG-13, 110 minutes) John 
Koestler (Nicolas Cage), comes across a 
50-year-old list of numbers that somehow 
seems to have predicted — down to the 
precise date and location — every major

Not 
Ronnie Barnhardt (Seth Rogen), a guy 
who can be described only by using an 
epithet not allowed in this newspaper. As 
head of security at the Forest Ridge Mall, 
Ronnie personifies every rent-a-cop cli- 
che, from the delusions of grandeur, to the 
gun-nuttiness, to a burning desire to be a 
real detective.

OBSESSED (PG-I3, IDS minutes) Beyonce 
Knowles is Sharon, a wife and mother 
threatened by a woman who is literally 
crazy for Sharon’s husband in this cheesy, 
predictable thriller.

SIN NOMBRE (R, 96 minutes) In the 
careful, confident hands of California- 
born, NYU-schooled director Cary 
Joji Fukunaga, this film is an ele- 
gant, heartbreaking fable, equal parts 
Shakespearean tragedy, neo-western 
and mob movie but without the preten- 
sion of those genres. Fukunaga, who

THE SOLOIST (PG-13, 119 minutes) The 
true story of a newspaper columnist 
(Robert Downey Jr.) and his friendship 
with a schizophrenic street musician in Los 
Angeles (Jamie Foxx), the film is suffused 
with heartbreak and humanism, as it takes 
one man’s grim story — early promise, 
bright future, mental breakdown, despair 
— and turns it into a spiritual meditation 
on friendship. Downey plays Los Angeles 
Times columnist Steve Lopez, who hap- 
pens upon Nathaniel Ayers (Foxx) play- 
ing a two-stringed violin in downtown Los 
Angeles’ Pershing Square. Lopez discov- 
ers that Ayers once attended Juilliard, and 
his resulting columns wind up taking the 
writer not only into the tortured history 
and mind of his subject, but also into the 
Bosch-like world of the city’s Skid Row. 
A quietly radical third-act reversal, rais- 
es the film above its own conventions. 
Hollywood loves the heroics of good inten- 
tions, but this movie is just as interested 
in the road to hell, (ah) 

STATE OF PLAY (PG-13, 117 minutes) 


Taking some cues from such recent head- 
lines as Chandra Levy and Blackwater, 
not to mention “All the President’s Men,” 
the film plays politicians and journal- 
ists against each other in a continually 
shifting game of back-scratching and 
back-stabbing. Congressman Stephen 
Collins (Ben Affleck), a rising politi- 
cal star, is caught up in a scandal that 
may or may not have anything to do 


with a string of murders being inves- 
tigated by Washington Globe reporter 
Cal McAffrey (Russell Crowe). Caught 
in the middle is a plucky young blog- 
ger played by Rachel McAdams, who 
teams up with McAffrey to get to the 
bottom of events that spin more and 
more improbably out of control. The 
film features terrific performances from 
its aforementioned stars; Helen Mirren 


has some especially choice moments 
as Cal’s vinegary editor. But the film- 
makers seem less interested in its text 
than in its subtext, (ah)
